States. 


The proceedings were begun In 1907 


under the Tennessee anti-trust act. 
The charges 
against 
the Standard 


originated out of a trantaetior. at 
Gallatin. Tenn. The Standard of Ken- 
tucky had- oil stored In tanks In Ten- 
nessee, from which It procured a sup- 
ply 
to serve merchants 
throughout 


various sections of the state. 


Standard Oil Methods. 


The Evansville Oil company, of 


Evansville, Ind.. sent a salesman to 
Gallatin 
to sell oil. He obtained a 


number of orders, 
whereupon 
the 


agent of the Standard Oil company of- 
fered to give the merchants ten gal- 
lons of oil per barrel to countermand 
their purchase orders with the Evans- 
vllle Oil company. Four of them ac- 
cepted the Standard and two of Its 
agents were indicted under the sta)e 
anti-trust act. One of the agents was 
convicted, but the Standard escaped 
punishment on that ground that it 
could not be fined under the act, but 
could only be ous'ted.

In which 
the mayor dfdared that "two state 
prison felonies—namely, forgery and 
falsification of a public document— 
were committed in the eagerness of 
this publisher and editor (Hearst) to 
wrong the mayor of the city of Jtf 
York." 
Mr. Hearst alleges that by 


reason o*f the publication of the speech 
he has suffered to the extent of J100.- 
000, and he asks to be awarded that 
sura In damages. 


A summoS and complaint In the 


suit were served on the Times late 
Saturday nigrlit by a clerk in the of- 
fice 
of 
Clarence J. 
Shearn, 
Mr. 


Hearst's, attorney. These papers cife 
parts of the Times' account of the 
mayor's speech 
and 
parts 
of the 


speech itself as the basis of the suit. 


Mr. Shearn told a reporter that Mr. 


Hearst was also suing -the Brooklyn 
Eagle a.nd the Associated Press. The 
suit against the Eagle Is understood 
to be based on Its news report of the 
mayor's speech and an edftorial arti- 
cle: that against the Associated Press 
upon the sending of the speech to KB 
members. Damages in the case of the 
Eagle are put at $100.000; in the case 
of the'Associated Press at J500.000. 


As to the suit against the Associated 


Press, It was noted that the Ameri- 
can's report" of the mayor's alleged 
llbelotis utterances was preceded by 
the statement in italics that the speech 
was printed "in full as reported by 
the Associated Press."
